Illinois is to the fore. The struggle of a gen- 
eration is ended, and it is now the third State 
in the Union in population. For thirty years 
Ohio kept ahead of it and IIlinois was the 

“fourth in population. Henceforth the Prairie 

Siste will lead the Buckeye. Its population 
as fixed by the rough count made in the Cen- 
sus Office is 3,801,285. Ohio at the very best 
figuring won't be able to go much beyond 

8,500,000, so Illinois is fully 300,000 ahead. 

Superintendent Porter was at first inclined 
to think that the round number of 3,800,000 
would be enough for Illinois, but a review of 
the census districts in detail showed that there 
was a population of 3,801,285 in sight, and the 
rough count which determined this is accurate 

enough for all practical purposes. 

In 1880 the population of Illinois was 3,077,- 

871, so that in ten years the increase has been 

728,414. It is doubtful if any State east of the 

Mississippi can show so large a per cent of 

increase. New York hasn’t reached a million 

increase by nearly 100,000, and it had over 

5,000,000 to start with. Pennsylvania also 

shows a gain of nearly 900,000, but it had 

about 4,500,000 for the starting point. 

Viewed in the light of its neighbors the 

growth of Chicago is also remarkable. Indi- 
an on its eastern border has added but 200,- 

000, while Iowa en the west—unless the rough 

count 1s sadly wrong—hasn’t held its own. 

Michigan has shown a fair growth and Wis- 

consin also, but nothing like their neighbor IIli- 

nois. Of course the tremendous increase of Illi- 
nois is largely due to Chicago, and the States 

all around it haven’t had the advantage of a 

big city. But Ohio has Cleveland and Cincin- 

nati, and the former especially has taken 
great strides forward. Ohio has also a larger 

number of prosperous small cities than Illi- 
- pois, yet it hasn't been able to keep up any- 
ee thing like the pace of the Prairie State. When 

d race for supremacy began a generation 
ago Ohio was ahead of Illinois by 650,000. In 

er had come closer together and Illi- 

neis could show 2,539,891, as against Ohio’s 

2,605,000. In 1880 they were still closer, Illi- 
nois’ population being 3,077,871, as against 
an Ohio showing of 3,198,062. But at the rate 
the two States were jogging along together no 
one supposed that Illinois in the ensuing ten 
years would be able to leave Ohio 300,000 paces 
behind. 

By the end of the present week Superin- 
tendent Porter expects that the work of count- 
ing the census returns will be completed. Al- 
ready the count has reached 50,000,000, and, 
according to Mr. Porter’s estimate, which he 
said today would prove to be about correct, 
there are 14,000,000 more to be counted, which 
will make the total population of the country 
about 64,000,000. This workis being done 
as rapidly as nimble fingers of young ladies 
can glide over the keys of the electric count- 
ing machines. When this count is finished 
then there must be comparisons made, the 
results verified, and errors corrected before 
the final official result of the count can be 
given out. The census officials assure Mr. 
Porter that the verification can be completed 
inten days. Mr. Porter does not doubt it, 
but allows twenty days. 

Superintendent Porter was somewhat in- 
flated today with commendable patriotic pride 
as he recapitulated on the marvelous growth 
ef some localities of the United States, and 
this in spite of the fact that there are a few 
prolonged and vigorous kicks on the part of 
some Communities that feel that the census 

has not done for them all that they had hoped 

for. Kansas City is one of these towns, as a 

casein point, that has set up a most dismal 

Wail, because it does not show up a population 

than 132,000, while its neighbor and 
namesake across the creek, Kansas City, 

Nas, which had the modest . population 
of only 8,20 in 1870, looms up grandly 
today, according to the count, like a haystack 
in a lonely meadow, with a population of 38,- 
170, an increase of 308.27 percent. Chatta- 
nooga, Tenn., for instance, does handsomely. 
It flashes up with a population of 29,109. In 
1880 it could only muster 12.892 souls. Its in- 
Crease according to the last census is 125.77 
per cent. 

Superintendent Porter is very chary about 
giving the population of States until the re- 
vised counts are in for the reason that if the 
revised card count falls below that of the 
rough one in some cases he is immediately 
assaulted with the charge of inaccuracy, 
While he is not unduly sensitive to these at-

M’KINLEY’S VIEWS OF RECIPROCITY. 


He Has Little Faith in Foreign Markets, 
but Will Favor a Compromise, 

New Yorx, Aug. 11.—The Herald’s Wash- 
ington special says: 

While Maj. McKinley is greeting his old com- 
rades at the Boston encampment I am able to 
give somethi about his views on the great 
Blaine problem of reciprocity. As Chairman of 
the Ways and Means Committee he will have.as 
much to do in settling the subject as Speaker 
Reed. He has not shown the unreserved 
hostility that has marked the Speaker, because 
his nature is more pacific and politic, but 
his antagonism is none the less pronounced. 
Jam told by Maj. McKinley’s friends that the one 
purpose of his political life is to impress McKin- 
ley on the tariff legislation of the country. That 
he is proud of the thirteen-story bill bearing his 
name people already know,. but in order to carry 
his point he will be found yielding some non- 
essentials. 

The people to whom these concessions are made 
may delude themselves into the belief that they 
are not feeding upon shadows, but that is their 
lookout. Soin regard to reciprocity. Chairman 
McKinley is willing to shell off a few husks 
of duties provided the fat ears are left in 
the Chinese-walled cribs for the high- 
protection kine. Tinplate must stay where it is; 
no loophole m be left to wash in any of the 
coarse Argentine es; and soon.

WILL NOT GO INTO JOURNALISM AGAIN. 


Melville E. Stone Says He Is Out of the 
Newspaper Business for Good, 

Sours Benn, Ind., Aug. 11.—[ Special. — 
Melville E. Stone, the Chicago journalist, who 
is credited with. being interested in a great 
newspaper scheme to be organized by a syndi- 
cate for the purpose of booming Cleveland for 
the Presidency in 1892, was interviewed here on 
the subject this evening on his return from a 
drive with his family about the city. In 
answer to an inquiry as to the truth of the re- 


port published Mr. Stone’s rather emphatic | 


reply was that it was mere rot. He could 
not imagine who had concocted such 
a story, as the scheme on

NEGROES FAVOR THE ELECTION BILL. 


Resolutions Indorsing the Measure Passed 
at a Meeting in Washington, 

Wasuinerox, D. C., Aug. 11.—About 200 
negroes and perhaps a score of white men at- 
tended a mass-meeting held at Grand Army 
Hall tonight in the interest of the Federal 
Election bill. Speeces were made by Repre- 
sentative Kerr of Iowa, Gen. Chalmers of 
Mississippi. John M. Langston, and others. 
Letters of regret were read from Fred Doug- 
lass, Assistant-Postmaster-General Clarkson, 
Senator Quay, and other leading Republicans. 

The resolutions adopted recite that the South 
is greatly indebted to the negro, but that he 
is deprived by Southern Democrats of his 
vote by every means in their power. The 
resolutions then urge the passage or the Fed- 
eral Election bill, approve President Har- 
rison’s Administration and the work of the 
present Congress, express &dmiration for 
Speaker Reed and the Republiean press, ana 
tender thanks to Congressman Lodge of Mas- 
sachusetts.

CARDINAL NEWMAN DEAD 


HE EXPIRES AT HIS HOME IN BIR- 
MINGHAM, ENGLAND.

Unconscious During the Last Few Hours of 
His Life—Brief Sketch of a Noted Man's 
Career—His Connection with the En- 
glish and Catholic Churches—The “ Ox- 
ford Movement”—Interesting Literary 
Productions—Remarks by One Who Ad- 
mires the Man’s Writings. 

(SPECIAL CABLE TO THE TRIBUNE.) 

Bramincuam, Aug. 11.—Cardinal Newman 
died this evening at 8:48. He had been in 
poor health for some time. The Cardinal’s 
last sermon in the Oratory Church was deliv- 
ered three years ago last Easter, and he made 
a few comments Jan. 1, 1889, with reference 
to the Sacerdotal Jubilee of Leo XIII. Since 
he ceased preaching his physical weakness has 
grown with rapid strides, and although he has 
been present at the important celebrations he 
has had to depend upon the support of the 
two fathers of the oratory to enable him to 
reach his seat in the chancel. At Saturday 
and Sunday services his Eminence had his 
seat placed at the entrance of St. Philip’s 
Chapel, which has private communication 
with the oratory. 

Saturday night last Cardinal Newman had 
an attack of shivering, fellowed by a rise in 
temperature with symptoms indicative of 
pneumonia rapidly becoming acute. During 
the day following the Cardinal, although 
rapidly becoming worse, was able to speak to 
those about him, and in the afternoon at his 
request the Rev. W. Neville recited the bre- 
viary with him, his Eminence in a low 
voice repeating the whole office. This 
morning he fell into an unconscious 
condition. He was heard in a me- 
chanical way to whisper “ William,” the 
Christian name of his attendant, Father 
Neville, but gave no signs of understanding 
any question put to him. The Oratory fathers 
were then informed that the Cardinal was 
sinking without any hope of recovery and that 
the prolongation of his life was to be meas- 
ured by hours. Upon this the rite of ex- 
treme unction was performed. Owing to the 
patient’s comatose condition the viaticum 
was not administered, but the Car- 
dinal received the holy com- 
munion Saturday. Information of the 
Cardinal’s condition was telegraphed to 
the oratory in London and to the Rt.-Rev. 
Bishop IIsley. The latter visited the Cardinal 
early in the afternoon and spent some time 
with him and made commendation of his soul 
in the presence of the Oratory fathers. At 
8 o’clock it was seen that life was fast ebbing 
away, and both medical men remained until 
8:48, when the Cardinal quietly breathed his 
last. The fathers were summoned on ap- 
proach of the end and the Cardinal died in their 
presence. There is every reason to believe 
that his death was quite painless. Private 
prayers of the congregation were asked for the 
Cardinal Sunday at the oratory, and this even 
ing, when his serious condition had become 
generally known, a large number of persons 
visited the church. The date of the funeral 
has not been fixed, but it is understood the 
Cardinal will be buried in the little cemetery 
at Rednal. The body will lie in state exposed 
in the Church of the Oratory from noon 
Wednesday until it is removal for burial. 


Sketch of His Life. 


John Henry Newman, Cardinal Deacon of 
the Roman Church, was born in London in 
1801 and educated at Ealing School, whence 
he proceeded to Trinity College, Oxford, 
where he graduated B.A. in 1820, taking 
classical honors, and Was elected Fellow of 


Oriel College. In 1825 he became Vice-Prin- | 


cipal of St, Alban’s Hall, then under the late 
Dr. (afterwards Archbishop) Whately, and in 
1826 tutor of his college, which post 
he held until about 1831. In 1828 he 
acepted the incumbency of St. Mary’s, 
Oxford, with the outlying chaplaincy of 
Littlemore. In 1842 he quitted Oxford and 
established at Littlemore an ascetic commun- 
ity on a medieval model, over which he presid- 
ed for three years. He held St. Mary's from 
1828 till 1843, where by his preaching he gained 
such influence over the younger members of 
the university that he became, in conjunction 
with Dr. Pusey, the recognized leader of the 
High Church party. He took a leading part 
in the publication of the “Tracts for the 
Times,” to which he contributed the final 
tract, No. 90, which was severely censured by 
the university authorities as practically annul- 
ling the broad lines of demarkation between 
the English and Roman Catholic churches. 

In October, 1845, he seceded from the Es- 
tablished Church, was received into the Roman 
communion, and was, after being ordained 
priest, appointed head of the Oratory of St. 
Philip Neri at Birmingham. In 1854 he was 
appointed rector of the newly-founded Cath. 
olic University in Dublin, but resigned that 
post in 1858, and established a-school for the 
sons of Roman Catholic gentry at Edgbaston, 
near Birmingham. Dr. Newman was elected 
an honorary Fellow of Trinity College, Ox- 
ford, Dec. 28, 1877. 

It hac been frequently asserted that Dr. 
Newman did not believe in the doctrine of the 
infallibility of the Roman Pontiff when speak- 
ing ex cathedr& to the Universal Church on 
questions of faith or morals. In reply to a 
criticism to this effect made by a Mr. Capes, 
Dr. Newman wrote as follows (Sept. 13, 1872) : 
He assumes that I did not hold or profess 
the doctrine of the Pope’s infallibility till the 
time of the Vatican Council, whereas I have 
committed myself to it in print again and 
again from 1845 to 1867. And, on the other 
hand, as it so happens—though I held it, as I 
ever have done—I have had no occasion to 
profess it, whether in print or otherwise, since 
that date. Any one who knows my writings 
will recollect that in so saying I state a simple 
fact.“ 8 

Dr. Newman was created and proclaimed a 
Cardinal-Deacon by Pope Leo XIII. in 1879. 
The Cardinal wrote: Lectures on Romanism 
and Popular Protestantism,” 1837; Letter 
to J. Fausgett on Certain Points of Faith,“ 
1838; Parochial Sermons,’ 8 volumes, 1838- 
44; “Lectures on Justification,” 1840; 
“Church of the Fathers,” 1840; Essay on 
the Miracles of the Middle Ages,” 1843; An- 
notated Translation of St. Athanasius,“ 1842. 
44; Sermons on the Subjects of the Day,“ 
1844; Sermons on the Theory of Religious 
Belief,” 1844; Development of Chris. 
tian Doctrine, 1846; “Discourses Ad- 
dressed to Mixed Congregations,” 1850; 
“Life of Apollonius Tyanzus,” 1824; 
Loss and Gain; or, The Story of a Con- 
vert, 1848; “‘ Lectures on the History of the 
Turks as to Christianity,” 1854; “Arians of 
the Fourth Century,“ Callista, Sketch of the 
Third Century, “‘ Discourses on the Nature 


of Universities, and essays on the Office 


and Work of Universities, in 185456; Ser- 
mons Preached on Various Occasions,” 1857 ; 
Lectures and Essays on University Subjects,“ 
1859; and Letter to Dr. Pusey on his Recent 
Eirenicon, 1866. He published an autobio- 
graphical record of his life entitled Apologia 
pro Vita Sud, 1864; a Collection of Poems.“ 
1868; an Essay on Assent,” 1870; and A 
Letter Addressed to His Grace the Duke of 
Norfolk on Occasion of Mr. Gladstone’s Re- 
cent Expostulation, 1875. 

Cardinal Newman was the son of John New- 
man, a member of the banking firm of Rams- 
bottom, Newman & Co., and elder brother of 
Francis William Newman, the scholar and

What is the value of his work to the church of 
his adoption? If can tell better than we can; 
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mon property of us all. Both those whom 
he left and those to whom he came 
may profit by his example. He voluntarily 
embraced a life of obscurity in devotion to what 
he believed to be the truth when he might have 
been for another generation the most pow- 
erful man in the Church of England, and the re-

A splendid career lay before him when he re- 
tired from St. Mary’s to Littlemore, there to 
mature the resolve which had been gradually 
taking possession of his mind, to give up all and 
follow what seemed the voice of divine truth. 
No English churchman’ will doubt that he will 
have his reward, and no English layman but will 
deplore the death of a great and lofty genius and 
the extinction of a high and noble life.

In his command of cold sarcasm and cutting 
irony he was not unlike Pascal. In the later edi- 
tions of the celebrated “Apologia” Cardinal 
Newman purposely left out some of the bitterest, 
and, in a controversialist sense, the best thi 
he had said about Charles Kingsley. If 
he did not actually regret having said 
them, yet he would not allow the bitterness of 
controversy to spice and flavor its arguments for 
new and curious readers. Sometimes the barb of 
his irony seemed to have a little poison on it, and 
sometimes he seemed to be carried away by 
polemical zeal into language which appeared un- 
generous to his adversary, but all who knew him, 
whether among those whom he had left or those 
whom he had joined, knew well that there was 
nothing ungenerous in his unselfish and candid 
nature. We cannot pretend to judge with justice 
the extent and permanence of Cardinal Newman's 
influence either on the Church of England or the 
Church of Rome; nor, indeed, is that a question 
which will arouse most interest, now that he is 
gone. Men will dwell rather on the career of the 
man himself; on the influence which he exerted 
over those > who came within his reach. 
We can hardly’ recollect ‘any other 
instance in which so great and keen a 
controversialist made so few enemies or in which 
so eminent a seceder retained such a hold on the 
regard and admiration of those from whose ranks 
he withdrew at so critical an hour. We are con- 
stantly told that this is an age of cynicism and an 
age which has ceased to believe in the sincerity 
and disinterestedness of men. No stronger evidence 
can be cited to prove that we are not swallowed 
up in cynicism and lost to belief in the possibility 
of mortal sincerity than the mere fact that men of 
all creeds and parties, in whatever heat and pas- 
sion of controversy, ized and respected the 
sincerity of Cardinal Newman.

STRENGTH OF THE KNIGHTS OF LABOR 


The Order 80 Weakened That It Is*Not 
Likely to Effect Much. 

New Yorx, Aug. 11.—([Special.]—The 
strength of the Knights of Labor organization 
is a matter of interest to the railroads and 
public alike at this time when a general rail- 
road tie-up is threatened. Mr. Powderly 
claims that there are 300,000 Knights of Labor 
in the country. Samuel Gompers, President 
of the American Federation of Labor, says 
there are only 100,000. The correct figure 
would probably be not far from 150,000. Of 
these not more than 50,000 are employed on 
railroads. The question of interest is, How 
far could the action of this number of men 
affect the railroad traffic of the country? The 
Knights themselves say, said a prominent 
labor man, that they could securely tie u 
nearly all of the great lines; The railro 
officials say that if all the Knights left their 
employment only a temporary incon- 
venience would be caused, and it would end 
with the utter destruction of the order. Those 
who recall the great St. Louis strike in 1886, 
which extended through the Southwestern sys- 
tem of railways and affected more than 100, 
000 men, will be inclined to think that the 
Knights are making absurd claims just now. 

“Tn 1886 the organization was at the height 
of its power. It had fuliy 1,000,000 members. 
When the St. Louis strike came on—the strike 
was caused, by the way, by the discharge of a 
switchman somewhere in Texas—everybody 
thought that the 1,000,000 Knights would bring 
the railroad officials to terms in no time.

BUSINESS CRIPPLED AT UTICA. 


The Tie-Up Seriously Affecting Markets and 
General Commerce— Trains Delayed. 

Unica, N. I., Aug. 11.—[{Special.}|}—The 
great tie-up on the New York Central is seri- 
ously crippling business in the Mohawk Val- 
ley. Reports from different towns along the 
line of the road show that the stopping of the 
freights not only inconveniences manufactur- 
ers, but also that it has already caused a rise 
in the prices of provisions. In Amsterdam 
the scarcity of meat has advanced it four 
cents per pound. The cheese market at Utica 
is the largest in the world, and at the meeting 
of the Board of Trade today the transac- 
tions fell from 16,000 boxes to 9,000. 
Two Chicago firms had telegraphed for large 
consignments, but the orders could not be 
filled. The counties of Northern New York 
are affected in the same manner. 

There is little cha in the condition of 
affairs here. At 8 o'clock this morning, when 
the Central employés were ordered to report 
for duty, three strikers, two of whom were 
Knights, wanted to go to work, but other 
strikers kept them away. No violence has 
been threatened here. On the contrary, a 
said tonight that everything 
was being done to prevent lawless-

We pay our men as well as any other line and 
I do not believe they will join in any sympa- 
thetic strike. Comparatively few of our em- 
ployés are Knights of Labor. Our trainmen 
have independent organizations.”’ 

All was quiet today on the Pennsylvania 
railroad as far as any strike is concerned. An 
official said that there was no perceptivle in- 
crease of through travel in consequence of the 
New York Central strike, 

The Lackawanna, like the Erie, exhibits 
some increase in thro passenger travel to 
Buffalo, but it is too early to expect any per- 
ceptible increase in freight shipments to the 
West. It is not handling any freight directly 
from the New York Central, and has but little 
for that line, and that is in the freight house 
awaiting orders. 

There is no longer any tie-up in the West 
Shore freight-yard at Weehawken. Three ex- 
tra trains were dispatched to the West today 
with all the freight that had accumulated in 
the yard since last Friday night.

FIREMEN WILL NOT JOIN THE STRIKE. 


Grand Master Sargent Says the Brother- 
hood Had Nothing to Do with It. 

Terre Havre, Ind., Aug. 11.—[Special.]— 
“The Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen is 
taking no part in the Central strike, and it 
will take no part, asthe case now stands,” 
said Grand Master Sargent. Sunday morn- 
ing he received a telegram from an officer of 
the organization at Utica notifying him that 
the strike was on and asking him to come 
there. This afternoon he received a message 
from Albany asking him to come East ana 
take charge of the strike. To this he replied 
that he could not do so, as the strike had not 
been put on in accordance with the laws of the 
b nor of the federation. Mr. Sar- 
gent says he has been advised by a promi- 
nent memoer of the firemen’s brotherhood 
that the firemen were not consulted in order- 


they didn't. The fight was kept up all sum- 
mer; millions of dollars were lost to the roads 
and the employés; and finally enough new 
men were obtained by the companies to get 
all their trains in motion. Some of the 
Knights got back in time to avoid starvation, 
but about 50,000 of them lost their jobs for 


good. 

The decline of the order of the Knights of 
Labor dates from the St. Louis strike. Fully 
200,000 men deserted after this disastrous war 
was over. The great majority of the desert- 
ers joined the American Federation of Labor. 
The principles of this organization and that of 
the Knights differ essentially. The federation 
allows autonomy to the various trades. If, 
for instance, carpenters strike, carpenters are 
sent to settle differences with employers, and 
the federation never interferes. It will only 
grant financial assistance when necessary. If, 
on the other hand, carpenters who are Knights 
of Labor strike, the matter is taken up by the 
district assembly, and a committee of shoe- 
makers, stonecutters, and railroad men are 
sent to confer with the employers. These 
committees are generally told to get out by 
eves for the reason that they can know 

ing of the conditions of the carpenter 
trade. In other words, the federation thinks 
that carpenters should be delegated to arrange 
terms for carpenters, while Powderly’s order 
thinks that a shoemaker can best do the busi- 
ness. The latest instance is the sending of J. 
J. Holland, who was never on a locomotive, 
to settle the Central railroad strike. If the 
district assembly had sent railroad men to 
talk about railroad matters with the officials 
the strike might have been avoided.” 


SENSATIONAL DIVORCE SUIT IN GOTHAM. 


Mrs. Charles P. Shaw Makes Charges of 
Crueltly and Misconduet, 

New York, Aug. 11.—[Special. ]—According 
to his wife’s stories Mr. Charles P. Shaw, the 
lawyer and promoter of cable railroad 
schemes, has been a very bad husband; accord- 
ing to his own account he has been a most un- 
fortunate one. Judge Beach, after reading 
the conflicting stories told by the man and 
wife in affidavits, decided today to allow Mrs. 
Shaw $25 a week alimony pending the trial 
of her suit for limited divorce. rs. Shaw 
charges her husband with cruelty and with 
having neglected to provide for her. She also 
says that his misconduct rendered it unsafe 
and improper for her to live with him. She 
has been wholly dependent upon her mother 
for 8 of late, while he has been living 
at hotels in the most extravagant manner. 
At the time of their marriage in 1881, says 
Mrs. Shaw, he received 850,000 as a dowry to 
hold in trust for her. He has since retained 
the money and used it for purposes of his own.

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BAD MANAGEMENT CHARGED.. 


Affairs at the County Insane Asylum Said 
to Be Loose. 

If the assertions of Charles Gruger of No. 
1543 Addison avenue, Lake View, and ex- 
gardener at the County Insane Asylum, can 
be relied on—and some of them have been 
verified—the state of affairs at Dunning is 
little better than the state of affairs at the 
County Hospital so severely commented on 
recently and which has been condemned 
by the majority of the special in- 
vestigating committee in the report pub- 
lished a week ago today. Gruger, who 
is an old Union vetéran, and apparently an 
honest man, was appointed an assistant gar- 
dener at the Insane Asylum May 6 by Dr. 

n, the Superintendent of the institution. 

I was not paid for May, said Gruger yes- 
terday. “I was paid 340 for June. Then at 
the end of Jul was paid, or rather an at- 
tempt was made to secure payment for me for 
the months of May, June, and July, though I 

ad been paid for one of those months al- 
ready. The pay-roll was made out in my be- 
half for the three months, and the payment 
would have been made but for the interven- 
tion of Controller Healy. 

No,“ Gruger went on, that is a slight 
matter, but it goes to show Dr. Benson's loose 
way of —— business. The reason I was not 
paid regularly was that I had not much work 
todo. But I was kept around there and m 
time was lost, anyhow. Besides, I work 

uite as hard as others who are paid. Out at 
the asylum most of the men employed on the 
grounds and about the offices do little 
or nothing. Only three horses are 
kept in the barn out there. Four men are 
kept at the institution to care for those horses. 
I don’t believe all of them are on the pay-roll, 
but they are fed and housed at the county ex- 
pense. The time of one is taken up attending 
to a saddle-horse used by Dr. Benson’s sister, 
who is an employé of the asylum, but who de- 
votes a great deal of time to horseback riding. 
A brother of the doctor is also employed at 
the asylum and is on the county pay-roll. 

The institution is like a banqueting hall 
Sundays. Visitors troop out there from the 
city. A first-class dinner is laid for them at 
the county’s expense. The male visitors are 
treated to the luxuries of the drug-room. 
Everything is loosely and extravagantly man- 
aged out there, and if the Comimissioners 
would but investigate honestly they would 
find much to amend.”’

SHOES WILL ADVANCE IN PRICE. 


and Leather Will Cost More, and 
Hence the Raise. 

The report that the price of shoes will be ad- 
vanced is corroborated by the local dealers. 
The cause is a matter of theory, but the ma- 
jority of the wholesale shoe dealers and hide 
men say that prices have been too low and 
now a reaction issetting in. Possibly there is 
a bearcity of hides, but whatever the cause 
may be it is a certain thing that shoes are 
going up. 

Said Mr. ge of Phelps, Dodge & 
Palmer: Tes; there is to be an advance, and 
the next time ret&il men buy a stock they 
will have to y more than they have been 
paying. We have to pay from $1 to $2 more a 
case for boots, while grain, calf, and kid have 
gone up from 10 to 25 per cent. Hides are 
scarce, and that may be given as the cause.“ 

Another leading shoe manufacturer gives as 
the cause of the advance the fact that leather 
has been too low. It has been below the 
average price for a long time, and there has 
been little money in the tanning business. In 
the last five or tem years a great many tan- 
ners have gone out of business. There has been 
less leather produced, and consequently the 
market has been left a little short. I do not 
think there is a scartity of hides. Cattle are 
not killed for the hides, but for the meat, and 
I do not think the public eats less beef than it 
did. Hides have advanced from 30 to 80 per 
cent, calf skins from 5½ cents to 10 cents, 
light hides 40 per cent, and extra heavy hides 
10 per cent. Onsome grades of leather the 
manufacturers have put an extra price 
ranging from 10 to 30 per cent. The leather 
market is excited. ere is not any radical 
advance in the price of goods yet, but by Sept. 
1 there will be one. 

R. W. Smith & Co., Selz, Schwab & Co., and 
other shoe manufacturers are agreed that the 
price of shoes will be advanced. ; 

Mr. Oakley of Walker, Oakley & Co., hide 
‘dealers, said yesterday : 5 

„Leather has been too low and this raise in 
price is a reaction. Since 1881 the market has 
been going down, and now it must stop. There 
was no money in it and dealers could not 
stand it. Hides are scarce, too. We do not 
import any European hides, and our Western 
farmers have not sent in the usual supply. 
The market is to be put on a healthy basis, so 

rices must go up.’ 

Streeter Brothers, retail shoe 
men, says that the public will not feel the ad. 
vance in price until about Jan. 1, as the retail 
men have generally large stocks on hand. 
They will have to pay more for their goods, 
however, after Sept. 1. The advance in fine 
goods will not be so large as in calfskins and 
sole leather.

„ bushels of all kinds of grain, against 
6,589,970 bushels a year ago. For the 
same date the Secretary of the Chicago 
Board of Trade states the visible sup- 
ply of grain in the Unite States and 
Canada as 18, bushels of wheat, 11,108,- 
880 bushels of corn, 2,275,288 bushels of oats, 
487,117 bushels of rye, and 362,825 bushels of 
barley. These figures are larger than the 
corresponding ones a week ago by 132,219 in 
wheat, and smaller by 445,699 in corn. The 
visible supply of wheat for the corresponding 
week @ year ago increased 710,283 bushels.

Sratixe the quantity in millions of bushels 
the Government crop report may be construed 
as indicating that the yield of the United 
States this year will comprise about 410 of 
wheat, 1,600 of corn, and 6570 of oats. 
The averages for the last two years are 450 
wheat, 1,700 corn, and 584 oats. The differ- 
ences are not exceedingly wide ones, but their 
application to the important question of sup- 
ply versus demand involves a comparison of 
population. The increase in the number of 
inhabitants during the decade was about one- 
third, so that the number of mouths to be fed 
at home is fully one-sixth greater than the 
average for the ten years. Using this asa 
basis it is easy to see that the supply per cap- 
ita for this year is about 84 per cent for oats 
and close to 80 per cent for the other two. 
There is a decrease of one-fifth in wheat,which 
is nearly equal to the proportion of that grain 
and ite flour product that has been exported, 
and it is now admitted by all except a few 
chronic bears at the seaboard that our crop of 
last year was closely drawn out of the hands 
of farmers by the time the first 
lots of new began to move. The re- 
serves of wheat and flour in warehouses 
were scarcely larger than 50,000,000 bushels at 
the close of June. In other words, this coun- 
try can spare for export during the current 
crop year about half as much as in the twelve 
months ending six weeks ago, but can only do 
so by dint of sweeping the bins and granaries 
bare, which is not likely to be done except 
under the prevalence of famine conditions. 
And fully a fourth part of that supposedly 
possible surplus has already gone out. The 
fact is given without comment, as Taz TME.

THE NEW YORK CENTRAL STRIKE. 

The issues in the New York Central strike 
are now clearly apparent, and they are such 
that the public sympathy, which was at the 
outset naturally on the side of the strikers as 
against a great corporation, will be with the 
company, unless the strikers can formulate 
more positive grievances than they yet have 
set forth. 

These grievances are, first, that the New 
York Central corporation is hostile to the 
Knights of Labor as an organization and is 
trying to disrupt it. This has been denied 
positively and explicitly by Vice-President 
Webb. The company hires men because of 
their ability to do the work and without any 
regard to their membership in the Knights of 
Labor organization. It does not propose that 
the Knights of Labor shall designate what 
men shail be selected by it. When it dis- 
charges men it is because of viciousness or in- 
efficiency and with no regard to their mem- 
bership in the Knights of Labor. It employs 
or it discharges men for the advancement of 
its interests, and this is a fundamental law of 
business which no corporation can afford to 
neglect. It cannot allow any outside organi- 
zation to dictate whom it shall employ or dis- 
charge. If it waived its rights and left it to 
the Knights of Labor to say what men 
should be employed and what men should 
be discharged and what should be the 
method of promotion it would be 
only a question of time how soon 
the affairs of the company would be thrown 
into confusion. The law says the company 
shall maintain and operate the road. If it 
fails to do this the road would be subject to an 
action by the State. The railroad company 
must hire men to run its trains and they must 
be run as the company, which is responsible 
to the State, directs. The trains cannot. be 
run to suit the pleasure or interests of a labor 
organization. The success of the company 
depends upon the maintenance of absolute

men who have displayed fitness for promotion. 


Length of service without special ability is a 

basis for promotion, and Vice-Presi- 
dent Webb is clearly right when he says “the 
first and most important rule will be the qual- 
ifications of the man for the place,“ without 
regard to length of service. Merit, not 
years, must settle the question of pro- 
motion in any business if its promoters 
are aiming at success. In these days of close 
competition it would be folly to pass over a 
man who shows exceptional fitness for a cer- 
tain position in favor of a man who has been 
longer in the service of the company and who 
may fill his own place with credit, but has not 
the requisite qualifications for the higher 
place.

Any road 
or any corporation or any employer that 
would refuse to listen to a committee of its or 
his own men when they had a grievance to 
state or a complaint to make would deserve 
to have a strike ordered at once. Mutual 
compromise always has characterized the 
relations between self-respecting work- 
men and reasonable employers. But now 
in the case of the New York Central 
railroad outsiders interfere between the 
company and its employés. Mr. Webb will 
be sustained by the whole business public in 
his refusal to allow Mr. Holland or any other 
walking delegate to discuss the differences ex- 
isting between the company and its employés. 
The men are competent to state their griev- 
ances and discuss them, and there is nothing 
in the history of the company to warrant them 
in the belief that they would not have been ab- 
corded a patient hearing and respectful treat- 
ment. 

Unless the employés of the New York Central 
have more serious grievances than they thus 
far have stated the public sentiment will be 
that their strike is ill-advised. The question of 
wages seems to have been entirely an after- 
thought, and therefore dees not figure serious- 
ly. If the strike spreads to other roads in the 
Vanderbilt system it will be purely sympa- 
thetic. The men on these roads hardly need 
the assurance ‘hat the public never sustains a 
sympathetic strike. If they are wise they will 
remain at work. 


GEN. PALMER AND TARIFF REFORM. 

Gen. Palmer made a speech the other day— 
the third or fourth of the series of 1890—in 
which he complained of Taz Trreuns for ad- 
vocating tariff reform and at the same time 
abusing the men who were for it, of whom he 
said he was not the least. ‘This paper there- 
upon ask ad him civilly to define what he meant 
by “tariff reform,” so that the people might 
know what kind of votes he would cast were he 
a Senator and were a tariff bill under considera- 
tion. For “tariff reform unexplained may 
mean anywhere between 1 and 100 per cent of 
duty. Inthe mouth of a Democrat it may 
and generally does mean free trade, or a 
“tariff for revenue only.” 

Tun Tripune’s request that the General file 
a bill of particulars angered him, and in his 
speech at Olney Friday he went for Tun 
Taru in a way which showed that some- 
thing ailed him. But along with much abuse, 
which does no harm, there came the following 
half-way answer to the question put him. 
Said he: 

In 1888 the Democratic party was for the Mills 
bill. Mr. Cleveland risked his election on it, and 
let me tell you that Mr. Cleveland performed the 
act of a statesman, and it will be remembered as 
long as there is respect in this Nation for courage 
and patriotism. The battle in 1888 was fought on 
the Mills bill by the Democracy against the Re- 
publican idea as at present embodied in the Mc- 
Kinley bill. There was no middle ground then 
and there is no middle ground now. 

This is pretty plain. There was, he says, in 
1888 no middle ground between the Mills bill 
and the McKinley bill, and there is none now. 
Therefore he is for the Mills bill now. There- 
fore that is his idea of tariff reform, and a 
person or paper standing midway between the 
two is excluded from the ranks of tariff re- 
formers. That is sad news for Tax Trreunz. 
which has always occupied that “ middle 
ground which this Democratic tariff re- 
former says does not exist. It opposes the 
McKinley bill when it seeks to raise duties 
which are high enough or too high, and in 
spite of Gen. Palmer’s dictum to the con- 
trary finds it quite easy to do it without at 
the same time swearing allegiance to the Mills 
bill. 

Taz Tamer was unable to swallow that 
measure two years ago, and cannot now. A 
veteran Prohibitionist of 1854 like Gen. Pal- 
mer may see his way clear to support a meas- 
ure which gives the moonshiners full swing 
and pours eighty millions of whisky revenue 
on the ground, and may even call it tariff re- 
form. This paper cannot. A friend of the 
Illinois farmers like Gen. Palmer may look 
with unconcern at provisions of the Mills bill 
discriminating in favor of the products of the 
Southern States and against theirs and call it 
tariff reform. This paper cannot. An anti- 
monopolist like Gen. Palmer may favor the 
sugar clauses of the Mills bill, which are even 
more satisfactory to the Sugar Trust than 
those of the McKinley bill, and call it tariff 
reform. This paper cannot. If the Mills bill 
is tariff reform” this paper wants none of 
it. Were there no other refuge it Would take 
to the woods. 

But Gen. Palmer eannot be so silly as to 
mean that there can be no middle ground 
between smiting down existing industries 
and building up new monopolies. In such 
cases there is always a broad middle ground. 
What Gen. Palmer means to say is that there 
is no middle ground between the Republican 
principle of protection and the Democratic 
principle—often openly avowed—of free 
trade. That is about so. The least atom of 
protection would be irreconcilable with the 
Democratic free-trade theory, the one for 
which Palmer would vote doubtless if in the 
Senate. But on the other hand, between the 
prohibitory Chinese wall prohibition of pro- 
tection and free trade there is the middle 
ground of Garfield and Tun Tarnuxn, which 
the Republican party has never deserted, 
though it may seem to have strayed from it 
at moments. 

McKinley is for an ultra protection which 
hurts producers rather than helps them. Tue 
Taisung is for moderate protection, which 
protects them. The Democrats and Gen. 
Palmer are at heart for a free-trade system 
which would cripple them. From the position 
it has held so long Tun Trreunze cannot be 
driven by Gen. Palmer. Nor will it admit 
for a moment that he has furnished any proof 
as yet that he has a right to call himself a 
tariff reformer. If he is for free trade he is 
not one, for he would be a tariff abolitionist 
then. If he is for the Mills bill he is not, for 
that is a knavish fraud. He must “ prove his 
title clear before he can be let into the com- 
pany of real tariff reformers. 


KENTUCKY CIVILIZATION.

That 
paper for some time past has been engaged in 
deprecating acts of lawlessness in the North- 
ern States and in making ab’urd boasts that 
justice is as free in the South as in the North. 
It is time for it to engage in some home mis- 
sionary work, for Perry County is in Kentucky 
and it is unquestionably the worst county in 
the United States. If there is anything woree

There is not a church or a schoolhouse in 
Perry County, which may help to explain its 
savage condition. For two years past no 
court of justice has held a session there, the 
reason being that the people burned the court- 
house, drove the Judges away, and announced 
they would kill any who came there. The 
people did not dispense with law because they 
didn’t need it. Hundreds of persons have

years. This county now presents the specta- 
cle of a Judge holding court in a tent, guard- 
ed by three companies of State militia, while 
the outlaws, who compose the large majority 
of the people of the county, are arming 
themselves, building earthworks, and prepar- 
ing to lay siege if it becomes necessary. The 
Judge has impaneled a grand jury. In his 
charge he said: 

Mr. Foreman of the Grand Jury and Gentlemen 
and the People of Perry County: As you here 
witness, I am here again to ‘hold court. I have 
missed several terms of my court in your county, 
and for reasons better known to myself I was sat- 
isfled that a court could not be held, 
having had my life threatened, had every 
reason to believe I would be assassinated if I 
came to Perry. Now, it all lies with you. Do you 
want a court that you may bring offenders 


in Perry. My life is in danger. 

It is reported that the handful of honest 
citizens m Perry County is afraid to return 
any indictments, fearing the consequences 
after the Judge and his military escort have 
departed. As the outlaws are several hundred 
strong and are daily reinforcing their ranks 
it is possible that the court may be adjourned 
sine die at any time and driven off, if it does 
not fall a victim to the delectable system of 
civilization which dominates Perry County. 
Here is a county, therefore, without educa- 
tion, religion, law, or taxes, a region given up 
to whisky, murder, and outlawry. In this re- 
spect it is unique. No other county in the 
United States can be compared with it. So long 
as it remains thus and so long as in three or 
four other Kentucky counties decent people 
are paralyzed by the almost constant encoun- 
ters of rival factions of brutes seeking each 
other’s lives and defying the authorities to in- 
terfere with them we submit our esteemed 
Louisville contemporary should remain silent 
on all questions relating to civilization. 


LISTEN TO THE FARMERS. 

The Farmers’ Alliance of Phelps County, 
Nebraska, held a convention two weeks ago 
in which it adopted resolutions setting forth 
that they were of all men the most op- 
pressed in their struggle for the necessities of 
life,” and that they attributed this copdition 
of things to the unjust and unwarranted con- 
duct of their public servants. The following 
unwise, indefensible, un-American resolutions 
were also adopted: f 


Resolved, That we do hereby pledge ourselves 
to withhold our support and patronage from any 
newspaper man, firm, or®@ompany who will print, 
publish, or allow to be printed or published in his 
or their paper any disparaging word or sentence 
against any of the candidates we may select for 
office; and 

Resolved, That we consider as enemies to our 
cause any who will aid in keeping such an odious 
paper in existence by patronizing the same by way 
of advertising or otherwise; and be it further 

Resolved, That we withhold any support and 
patronage from any or all merchants, business- 
men, or firms who may offend against the last pre- 
ceding resolution. 

This sort of talk will win no friends and 


the alliance are no more exempt from criti- 
cism than those of any other organization. 
They will get their full share of it, in spite of 
this threatened boycott. Persons who protest 
against outrages and begin by invading the 
rights of others have shown their unfitness to 
govern. 

So much for that side of the case. Now 
to look at it from another. Do the Senators 
and Congressmen from Nebraska think that 
these men, most of them Republicans, who 
are expressing themselves in this violent way, 
can be won over to the support of the Re- 
publican candidates this fall by the passage of 
such a measure as the McKinley bill? Will 
that reconcile men who are complaining that 
they are now the most oppressed in the strug- 
gle for the necessaries of life? Will the 
passage of a bill which does not open a market 
for a single bushel of their wheat or a barrel 
of their pork make them disband their al- 
liances? Will thé increased cost of the 
necessaries of life make them think any more 
kindly of the conduct of their public servants 
at Washington? They are at this moment out 
of the Republican fold. Is McKinley or 
Blaine the shepherd who is the likeliest to get 
them back? . 

The wild schemes listened to by so many 
Western farmers, who are generally reason- 
able men, and the unwise threats they make, 
prove at least that they are dissatisfied pro- 
foundly with the present state of things, and 
that they are determined there shall be a 
change. They are suffering, and they clamor 
for relief. Will not they be exasperated 
rather than pacified by a change which shall 
make things worse than they are and force 
them to pay more for clothing, tinware, 
hardware, china, cutlery, etc., without put- 
ting an additional cent in their pockets to 
meet these heavier expenses? If alliance 
resolutions are violent now, what will they be 
with the McKinley bill in working order? 

These are points well deserving the thought- 
ful consideration of Congressmen from Ne- 
braska and other Western States. It will not 
do to say that the present excitement is a 
tempest in a teapot.

CHICAGO STEEL IN EASTERN MARKETS. 

Senator Gorman, while discussing in the 
Senate the proposition to reduce the rate of 
duty on iron ores from 75 to 50 cents a ton, 
asked whether there was not “ something 
radicdlly wrong in the conditions imposed by 
law to make us bring the pieces of a vessel 
from Chicago to Baltimore or to the Dela- 
ware and put them together? Senator Sher- 
man thought such a thing could not occur 
often, but when it did it showed the. extraor- 
dinary skill and energy and “ grabitive- 
ness of the people of Chicago, who want to 
do everything and do a great many things.“ 
Senator Cullom insisted that if as was claimed 
the Government itself had been compelled to 
pass by the foundries and iron works of the 
East and go to Chicago to get steel to use in 
the construction of new war vessels it was 
only“ another evidence of the extraordinary 
energy and skill of the people of Chicago.“ 
Senator Spooner observed ¢hat for a long 
time the West had to go East for its manu- 
factured articles and there should now be no 
complaint if the East had to go West oc- 
casionally even for iron and steel. 

The true explanation why steel has been 
made in Chicago and sold east of the Alle- 
gheny Mountains is that this city is the point 
where the materials used in this industry can 
be assembled cheaper than elsewhere in the 
West. Chicago has had in addition some 
passing advantage in low transportation 
charges. The question of competition with 
the East depends largely upon freight rates. 
The only iron ore suited when used by itself 
to the production of Bessemer steel and mined 
in this country in any considerable quantity 
is found in the Lake Superior mines and 
brought to Chicago by water transportation 
lines and here meets coke from Pennsylvania. 
The iron produced in the East cannot be used 
in making Bessemer steel without being mixed 
with Mediterranean or Cuban ores. When 
the Eastern ores, which contain an excessive 


amount of phosphorus, are mixed with the 


ished, and he only by a few months’ imprison- 


discourage no opposition.

Under ordinary cir- 
cumstances this city, notwithstanding its 
proximity to the choice ores of the Lake Su- 
perior district, could not make Bessemer steel 
to be sold in the Eastern market, but such a 
matter as a favorable change in freight rates 
may make 1t possible at times. If the ocean 
rates on Spanish ores go up or the charges on 
the lake lines to this city: and the seaboard 
railroads to the East go down there may be a 
chance to sell Chicago steel east of the Alle- 
ghenies notwithstanding the peculiar tariff pro- 
tection which that section enjoys. To spy out 
such opportunities and seize on them instant- 
ly are achievements that call for high com- 
mercial ability of the Chicago stamp. The 
compliments paid Chicago in the discussion 
in the Senate were well merited, and it would 
be unfair perhaps to object to Senator Sher- 
man’s use of the term grabitiveness m his 
characterization of this city. 


CUBA AND THE SANDWICH ISLANDS. 


of putting the exports from the United States 
to the Sandwich Islands at $39,000 instead of 
$3,360,000, but insists still that reciprocity 
with the islands is a bad thing, because the 
United States imported from them $13,000,- 
000 worth of sugar, etc., or over thrice the 
exports. But an examination of the commer- 
cial statistics of the Hawaiian Islands will 
show that the imports of goods from 
other countries than this, and the imports of 
coin and bullion, did not exceed $2,000,000. 
In what form, thén, did the islands get the 
difference between the fourteen millions they 
exported to this and other countries and the 
five millions and a half of goods, coin, etc., 
they imported? Did they give it away? It 
never reached the islands for this reason: 
Over three-fourths of the sugar shipped fram 
there to San Francisco was grown on planta- 
tions which are the property of American Ati 
zens, most of whom live in California. The 
difference between the exports and imports, 
therefore, which worries Speaker Reed and 
those who tag after him, was not sent out of 
this country in coin, but went into the pockets 
of American citizens, If these islands were 
part of the United States nobody would say a 
word about an adverse balance of trade. As 
they are practically owned by citizens of the 
United States the greater the imports from 
them the greater their productiveness, and 
consequently the greater the profits of Amer- 
ican citizens. 

But supposing there were no such owner- 
ship. Supposing the United States sent coin 
to these islands to make up the difference be- 
tween thirteen millions and three and a third. 
Still it would be more profitable than the 
trade carried on between the United States 


the year ending June 30, 1889, Cuba imported 
from this country articles valued at $11,297,- 
000. The United States imported from Cuba 
articles worth $52,100,000. The difference of 
$41,000,000 had to be paid in coin, for Cuban 
plantations are not owned by Americans. The 
population of Cuba is about a million and a 
half.

ILLINOIS’ GAIN IN POPULATION. 
The Washington dispatches in today's paper 
give the rough count of the population of IIli- 


paper put it at after the returns had been re- 
ceived from Cook and a few outside counties. 
This is a gain of 723,414 or 24.1 per cent in ten 
years. The population of this county is 1,179,- 
434, as against 607,524 in 1880, a gam of 95 
per cent. The 101 outside counties, with 
2,470,354 inhabitants in 1880 have 2,621,851 now, 
a gain of a little over 6 per cent. In 1880 a 
little over 19 per cent of the total population 
of Illinois was in Cook County. It now has 
89.3 per cent. 

The political power of the county is there- 
fore increased decidedly. If there be one 
Congressman for every 180,000 persons IIli- 
nois will have twenty-one instead of twenty. 
Of these six will come from this county and a 
seventh district must be made up from the 
remainder of Cook and some outside counties. 
Of the Senatorial Districts sixteen will have 
to be given to Cook, which at present has but 
ten. 

The gains of the smaller cities in the State, 
such as Peoria, Aurora, Joliet, etc., were very 
fair, and had there been more of them and 
had it not been for the losses in the purely ag- 
ricultural districts the population would have 
risen to four million, That mark,-however, 
will be far exceeded by 1900.

THE SENATE POST-OFFICE COMMITTEE 
REPORTS THE ANTI-LOTTERY BILL. 


And This in the Face of the Arguments of 
the Louisiana People’s Attorneys—Now 
Waiting for Speaker Reed to Act—Effect 
of the Silver Bill—Congressman Frank 
and the “Lady Managers” of the 
World's Fair. 

Wasurxorox, D. C., Aug. 11.—[Special.]— 
Ihe Senate Post-Office Committee has author- 
ized Chairman Sawyer to report the Post-Office 
Department's anti-lottery bill.

EFFECT OF THE SILVER BILL. 


It Causes a Material Advance in the Price 
of the Metal. 

Wasurnetor, D. C., Aug. 11.—[Special.}]— 
The Silver law goes into effect Thursday of 
the present week. No disturbance of finan- 
cial values is looked for because the effect of 
the legislation has been largely discounted in 
advance. With a few fluctuations the price of 
silver has mounted steadily upward, and its 
enthusiastic champions see signs that it won’t 
be many months till silver is worth $1.29 per 
ounce. This will place it on aparity with 
‘gold. Secretary Windom has kept his thumb 
on the financial pulse of the country and of 
the world, so that he knows the exact situa- 
tion. The Bureau of Engraving and Printing 
has been busy getting the new certificates 
ready. The effect of the act is to put in cir- 
culation $54,000,000 per year, but up to July 1, 
1891, the Secretary will coin 2,000,000 ounces 
of the silver bullion purchased into standard 
silver dollars, so the paper circulation of 
‘the first year won't be so large. Silver 
men are satisfied with the outlook. Silver 
bullion for use in the arts has, of course, gone 

proportionately, so that there is no doubt 
tthe rise in silver. The Congressmen 
who supported the legislation also attribute 
the better gg now obtainable for wheat 
and corn to the law of Congress. It will be 
some time before the bearing of the law on 
the world’s silver product can be judged. Sen- 
ator Jones and others estimated that 4,500,000 
ounces per month would pretty nearly take 
up the world’s spare supply. Enough may 
come from out-of-the-way corners—from Peru 
and Roumania, for instance—to discredit this 
2 but there doesn’t seem to be any 
that the mines of the United States will 
lack a market for every ounce produced.

Phoenix Republican: Arizona has no lack 
of arable land. Hundreds of thousands of fer- 
tile.acres lie uncultivated and unproductive 
all over the Territory, needing but the touch 
of water to bloom with luxuriant vegetation. 
The mind of man is turned towards schemes 
for supplying the sufficiency. The smaller 


streams of Arizona are all of one class, running 


fullest in the spring and almost failing in the 
summer. Those that run into the plains sink 
in the sands and are lost for the major por- 
tion of the year. The question naturally 
arises, Why not store the winter water in suit- 
able catchment reservoirs, to be spread on the 
thirsty lands at the time of the drought? 

This proposition has been appreciated, as is 
shown by the location of dam sites for water 
storage purposes in many parts of the Terr 
tory. The Walnut Grove dam, owing to faulty 
co ction, was a lamentable failure, but 
beforé it gave way showed by the fine body of 
water impounded the entire practicability of 
the scheme. The Florence Canal company 
has just finished an extensive reservoir in Pi- 
nal County to assist in the irrigation of the 
lands adjacent to the Casa Grande. 

Among the projected reservoirs that have 
been loca for the improvement of the 
lands lyi below one of the most im- 
portant is that upon New River, about thirt 
miles northwest of Phoenix. It is situa 
where New River debouches on the plain. The 
projectors are John King and W. C. Collier, 
who have been quietly working on the enter- 
prise for years. see 

The dam will need to be nearly half a mile in 
length, 320 feet in thickness on the bedrock, 90 
feet broad on top, and 75 feet high. Hydraulic 
lime for the manufacture of cement, lime- 
stone and other rock for the construction of 
the dam is at hand in abundance and can be 
cheaply quarried. Estimates from civil en- 
— of repute fix the cost of the work at 

than ,000. With the height of the dam 
proposed the water would cover an area of 
eight by four miles, there being but little slope 
to the valley above. The supply of water 
from the spring freshets of the river is deemed 
ample, but asa precaution levels have been 
run to Hudson Creek, Castle Creek, and the 
Agua Fria, and it has been demonstrated that 
itis practicable to ‘divert at low cost the 
waters of those streams into the reservoir. 

The Agua Fria, at the point tapped, flows 
the year round. All danger of overflow can 
be avoided, as a natural spillway exists at the 
proper height two miles back from the dam, 
conducting the water over alow bridge into 
the Vailey of the Agua Fria. N 

The land sought to be irrigated is really a 
continuation of this valley, and embraces over 
75,000 acres of excellent soil. Many claims 
have already been filed in expectation of the 
benefits of the dam. 

About eight miles farther to the west of this 
dam site and over a ridge is the location of a 
similar enterprise of fully equal magnitude. 
It is the property of the Agua Fria Water and 
Land company, com of L. H. Orme, J. 
P. Orme, PD. Monihon, N. O.

ae ade 300 yards above the 
The walls of the cafion at this point 
are but 300 feet apart to the height of 75 feet, 
and above this gradually retreat from the 
stream. The proposed dam is to be 175 feet 
high, with an ample width and a length on 
top of about 1,000 feet. It will not be difficult 
of construction. All rocks and lime needed 
ean be obta ned right at hand. 

A dam of the dimensions stated will back 
the water ur stream a distance of ten miles 
with a depth at the mouth of Castle Creek of 
125 feet. At a point two miles above the dam 
the reservoir will be three and one-half miles 
in width, besides extending for some distance 
up Castle and Humbug Creeks. The capacity 
of the reservoir is estimated at 40,000,000,000 
cubic feet of water. This amount will supply 
for twelve months a canal carrying 40,000 
miner's inches of water and allow for an 
evaporation of 25 per cent. The natural flow 
of tne Auga Fria will more than supply this 
amount every year. 

he main canal will be taken from the river 
on the east side about one and one-half miles 
below the Frog Tanks Station. It will run 
along the slope of the river bottom for a dis- 
tance, 8 on the plain three miles be- 
low the Tanks. The land to be irrigated com- 
prises about 75,000 acres. It is of excellent 
quality, especially adapted to the growth of 
citrus fruits.

The country has 
enough cheap labor, it contends, and does not 
want any more. Capital will be welcome, but 
of “negroes the country has enough. You see, 
even colored men and women from the South 
cannot compete with peon labor. If I had 
my papers here I could show you a letter from 
a representative Mexican in which he con- 
tends that peons are paid enough when they 
get 18 cents aday. The writer observes that 
all they want is 6 cents for beans, 3 cents for 
corn, 8 cents for candles, and 6 cents for 
clothing and the support of their families. 
This letter was written by.the owner of one of 
the largest haciendas or plantations and was 
was intended in good faith. Mexican coffee 
is a good, merchantable product, selling two 
cents higher than the best Rio.“ 

‘* Will the national debt be refunded ?”’ 

“The administration of President Diaz of 
the affairs of the country has been so much in 
advance of President Gonzales’ that the 
financial standing has greatly improved. I 
think there will be no trouble in floating a 6

A RIDE THAT RAISED HAIR: 


‘How the Passengers on a Wild Engine Were 
Saved by an Oiled Track, 

“Talk about fast time, said a railroad man 
on the Missouri Pacific train the other day to 
his companion, but I have never heard of a 
trip that would beat one I made myself some 
years ago, nor of any half so exciting. I 
formerly lived at Garrett, Ind., the terminus 
of the central division of the Chicago division 
of the Baltimore and Ohio railroad. I had little 
to do, and made the railroad yards my loafing 
headquarters. At that time the ‘ Billy-O ’ had 
an arrangement with the Wabash to trans fer 
all New York freight at Auburn Junction, 
nine miles distant, to the east of us. This was 
done by the old switeh-engine, the 642, which 
made two trips to the junction daily. Well, 
one day I climbed aboard a box-car when the 
engine left with a few cars of merchandise to 
transfer. There were six of us in the party— 
four yardmen, another fellow, and myself, 
We had a: jolly time going down; made the 
transfer, and were to come back t —that 
is, with nothing but the engine. e had all 
crowded on the tender, the signal was give 
and Gent Potter, the engineer, threw himse 
forward, pulled at the throttle valve, and 
the engine jumped forward as if shot 
from a catapult. We did not think much 
of this at the time, as Gent was a fine 
engineer and handled the engine to suit his 
fancy. We went tearing over the railroad 
crossing and frogs in a manner that was 
frightful. The tender rocked as if on hinges. 
Something must be wrong, we thought, as 
Gent was placing our lives in jeopardy. 
Climbing over the coal we found the cab fu 
of steam and Gent and the flreman hanging at 
the side of the engine. 

Jump boys,’ said they; jump, for God's 
sake! The throttle valve is * clear out 
and the engine is running wild.’ 

Jo jump would have been instant death. 
As one of the boys said afterward, the tele- 
graph poles looked like a fine tooth comb. 

e mile posts flew by with unseemly rapid- 
ity. The yard foreman claimed that a mile 
was covered in 38 seconds, and not one would 
doubt his word. St. Joe was in sight, Would 
the track be clear? Only three miles to Gar- 
rett, with its network of tracks, switches 
and spurs. The steam gauge registered 
ninety pounds, There was no hope of the 
engine dying out in five or six minutes. With

i * “ Eng ine wild. Telegraph Garrett to clear 
rack. 

This he dropped as we passed St. Joe, and 
the operator, clear. to comprehend the situ- 
ation, sent it to the dispatcher on the east 
end, without a ‘call,’ as we learned after- 
ward. There was Garrett in sight, with its 
tail chimneys belching forth smoke; there 
were the yards filled with freight-cars and 
engines. As we got closer we could see men 
Shurrying hither and thither. The other yard 
engine was rushing madly to the west end of 
the yard. The main track was clear. We 

assed the depot like a pursued victim. Pale 

aces watched us in our mad flight. We 
the railroad shops, and hundreds came run- 
ning to see the cause of the commotion. The 
engine was in a quiver, the bell was ringing 
wildly with each sway of the engine, the es- 
caping steam whistled as if demented, and 
fire blazed from the hot boxes. Then we saw 
something which made us think we were 
doomed. The switch to the coal chute was 
open, and the lo ascent could only end in 
our destruction. e looked again, saw men 
working on the track, and then knew we were 
saved. What were they doing? Why, bless my 
soul, friend, those. fellows were oiling the 
track of the chute. We struck the ascent and 
slid up about 100 feet, and then the old 642 
stood still and the wheels flew around; sparks 
came from beneath them like from an emery 
wheel. Gradually the engine slid down, the 
wheels still in the forw motion, and thts 
the engine died out. We all suffered a severe 
shock to our nervous system, but had it not 
been for the presence of mind of the mas- 
ter mechanic, who ordered the oil poured on 
the chute track, I might not have n here

A MAINE POCAHONTAS. 


How She Once Saved the Life of Capt. John 
Smith, 

In 1614 Capt. John Smith of Pocahontas 
fame made a trip to what is now known as 
Gardiner, Me., but there was an incident that 
occurred during that visit that is known by 
few people. The Cäbassas were presided over 
by a chief having. headquarters at what is now 
Gardiner, known as Cabassas, who had a 
daughter named Seboois, famed among her 
tribe for her beauty and grace. She was, un- 
fortunately, smitten at once with the gal- 
lant Captain, who was, by the way, the first 
white man to visit these parts, and who 
was received with great — We Smith had 
with him a lieutenant named Hunt, who was 
of rather a quarrelsome disposition and prone 
to mutiny. When the time came for the party 
of whites to depart, Hunt’s mutinous spirit 
showed itself, and with a small party of fol- 
lowers he left Smith, going in the opposite di- 
rection. His party took with them cap- 
tives several of the tribe of Cabassas. 

The chief, „ the whites one party, 
by a great mistake followed Capt. Smith's 
loyal band, which camped that night about 
four miles from the present location of Gar- 
diner, in an easterly direction. Seboois, think- 
ing to warn the Captain, hurried on before the 


party of enraged Indians, but arrived too late, 


for as she arrived at the camp the first volley 
of arrows was delivered. 

Thinking to save Smith, she fied to him, 
threw her arms about his neck, and in that 
position received an arrow in the breast that 
caused instant death. The chief was palsied 
at the accident and ordered hostilities to 
cease. This allowed Smith an opportunity 
to explain that it was the. other party that did 
the kidnaping. 

After a sorrowful return and the burial of 
Seeboois near the 4 church, the party 
of red men went in search of Hunt. He was 
overtaken near Norridgewock and his band 
exterminated to a man. Capt. Smith had the 
martyred Seboois to thank for his life, for the 
arrow that reached her heart was meant for 
him. The grave of Seboois is unmarked, in 
fact its exact location is unknown. 


FROM OCEAN TO OCEAN, 


An Unbroken Line of States from the At- 
lantic to the Pacific. 


„How many people realize, remarked the 
geographer, “‘ that since the admission of 
Idaho and Wyoming we have a belt of States 
extending all the way from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific? This was accomplished, in fact, 
when Idaho came in, a few days in advance of 
Wyoming. I wonder who will be the first 
traveler to go from Maine to California with- 
out stepping his foot outside of a 
sovereign State of the Union. There 
may be a little good-natured rivalry 
on this point when the matter comes to be 
generally understood; and I have no doubt 
that forty or fifty years hence numerous 
claimants to this honor will come to the front. 
It might be interesting, also, for people Who 
think they are acquainted with their own 
country to undertake to name im order from 
east to west, or vice versa, the States that lie 
along the northern border of the United 
States. Of course the admission of six States 
to the Union in one year is without precedent, 
and there is no ibility of its having a fut- 
ure parallel. e only portions of the 
country not under government of 
some State are the District of Columbia, 
Arizona, New Mexico, Utah, Oklahoma, 
the Indian Territory, and Alaska. Four States 
formed out of these seem possible within, per- 
haps, a 22 of a century, but no more for 
an indefinite period in the future. To look 
back at the Florida, Iowa, and Texas 
were all adm in one year—1845. That 
was the nearest approach to the admission of 
six which President Harrison has had the 
unique honor to proclaim. We have now 
twenty-five States east of the Mississippi River 
and nineteen west of it. When four more

MR. OLMSTED HOLDS A SECRET CON- 


FERENCE WITH THE DIRECTORS, 


No Report to Be Made Public Until To- 
night—Novel Scheme of Mr. Alexander— 
Horticulturists, Florists, and Others to 
Assist the Landscape Engineer in Pre- 
paring the Grounds—Arrangements for 
Labor-Day- Notes and Gossip. 

There was a conference yesterday afternoon 
between Frederick Law Olmsted of Boston, 
his partner, H. S. Codman, Engineer Foster 
of the South Park Commission, and Directors 
Gage, Bryan, Waller, Aldis, and Cregier. It 
was held behind closed doors in Parlor B of 
the Richelieu, : 

Its results are not for the public as yet. They 
will go first to the Board of rs, which 
meets tonight. They discussed the availability 
of the parks, which is the only reason for Mr. 
Olmsted’s presence here. 

It is more than probable that Mr. Olmsted 
wants a little more detail as to the buildings 


to be put up in Jackson Park. Their charac- | 


ter and extent will make a vast difference 
in the work to be done. For instance, if a 
building covering a large area is to be put up 
in a certain place it will be to im- 
prove the land under it, and that would de- 
tract a good deal from the expense. There 
are a number of matters of this sort to be 
taken into consideration. 

As for Washington Park, concerning which 
so much has been written recently, the scheme 
has been more or less chimeri at the best, 
it is said. There is no question but that many 
of the directors would like it, but they realize 
that they cannot get it. 

„They'd better stick to one plan,” said Park 
Commissioner Russell. Let them make a 
clear statement and we will know what we

A. S. Alexander of the Farmers’ Review has 
submitted a rather novel scheme for beautify- 
ing the grounds.

Mr. Alexander’s Economical Scheme. 


“* Doubtless a thoroughly competent land- 
scape engineer will be appointed by the Di- 
rectors of the Fair to plan on paper’ the way 
in which the grounds would appear best when 
laid out. This gentleman should arrange the 
position of all roads, footpaths, grass-plots, 
tree plantations, flower — 2 artistic desiqhs 
in plants, fountains, etc., and such work I 
have no doubt he will be able todo in good 
style and taste. The expense of following out 
this matured plan should not, however, fall 
altogether on the purse of the World’s Fair 
Finance Committee. There are enterprising 
and enthusiastic firms of horticulturists, 
nurserymen, en, and florists in this 
country who should be afforded a chance 
to display their abilities in the way 
of landscape decoration, and the wealth and 
beauty of thestock in trade from the disposal 
of which they derive their living. Circulars 
should be sent to every prominent firm of the 
character mentioned asking them if they de- 
sire to make an exhibit at the World’s Fair, 
and, if so, how large an area of ground each 
would agree to plant in his own way and at 
his own expense, the plant, when duly im- 
proved, to be used as an advertisement of the 
tirm’s seeds, trees, plants, shrubs, flowers, etc. 
By this plan a great, interesting, instructive 
and most pleasing diversity of design would 
be acquired at the same time the original 
general plan of the landscape engineer be 
carried out at the smallest possible cost to the 
World’s Fair directory and to the mutual sat- 
isfaction of the firms exhibiting and the general 
public. It would be to the interest of the firms 
to keep their respective display plots, etc., in 
the very best condition, thus insuring the uni- 
formly tidy and tasteful appearance of the 
grounds. The roads should be laid out and 
kept in order by the World’s Fair man 
ment; the entire grounds should be under 
their dire.t supervision. They should also af- 
ford every facility and necessary assistance to 
exhibiters in preparing their exhibits. Fount- 
ains which will be needed to keep the grase- 
plots, trees, flowers, ete., in proper condition 
may also be e in the way of advertise- 
2 firms engaged in * line of — 
ness, the connecting pipes and water supply to 
be furnished and Lad in by the city or Wor d's 
Fair Directors.“

WILL THEY SHOW FIGHT? 


ILLINOIS CENTRAL STOCKHOLDERS 
SAID TO BE DISSATISFIED, 


ate 


A Report to the Effect That Gen. McNulta 
Is to Be Made President of the Road— 
E. T. Jeffery to Return to the Company— 
The Malcontents Said to Be Led by 
Cooley and Howe—Their Opposition to 
the Present Management—Other Rail- 
road Matters. 


The indications are that the opposition 
which manifested itself to the management of 
the Illinois Central railroad company at the 
last annual meeting of the stockholders will 
be renewed with increased vigor at the next 
one, which will be held in this city in a month 
or two, and it ie among the probabilities that 
a complete change in management and 
directors will be effected. 

It will be remembered that at the last an- 
nual meeting of the stockholders Messrs. 
Cooley and Howe, two prominent capitalists 
of Hartford, came here with the proxies of a 
large number of disgruntled stockholders. 
They freely expressed their dissatisfaction 
with the methods of the management, but 
being in the minority were unable to effect 
any changes. They attributed their failure to 
lack of preparation and predicted that at the 
next meeting they would be in a position to 
make their opposition felt. 

The claim of these parties was 
that the road was not being managed for the 
best interests of the shareholders, but that its 
affairs were being manipulated in the interest 
of certain Eastern parties who held but little 
stock in the company. They laid particular 
stress on the fact that all the directors but one 
—General Solicitor Ayer—were New York 
men, and that neither the European stock- 
holders, who own about one-half of all the 
stock, nor the large number of Western stock- 
holders had any representation in the board. 

President Fish, who held the proxies of the 


foreign stockholders and those of a number of 
New York parties, was in a position to ignore 
the demands of the opposition and refused to 


listen to their claims for representation. 

But little has been heard since then from 

Messrs. Cooley and Howe, and it was thought 

the opposition to the management had died 

out. It appears, however, that those parties 

have been busily engaged yom Saag strengthen 
essrs. Coo 


their position. y and Howe 
went to Europe some time ago to 
labor with the European stockholders 


of the company and convince them 
that their interests required a change 
of management. Their efforts, it is said, have 
been crowned with success. It is stated that 
they have secured enough proxies to enforce 
their demands at the next meeting. They will 
have the support of all the Western stock- 
holdérs in their attempt to bring about a 
change of management. So sanguine are 
they that the new managers of the company 
have been picked out, 

Gen. John McNulta, who made an enviable 
record as Receiver of the Wabash, is to be 
President of the company, and E. T. Jeffery 
is to return as General Manager. The 
knowledge of this fact, it is said, is what has 
induced Mr. Jeffery to refuse several flatter- 
ing offers from other companies, and caused 
him to decline to become a candidate for 
Director General of the World’s Columbian 
Exposition. 

Gen. McNulta went to Europe last fall, and 
it is understood that the main object of his 
trip ‘was to have a conference with the En- 
glish and Holland bondholders. It is under- 
stood that it was definitely arranged at the 
time that he should assume the Presidency of 
the company. 


INCLINED TO MAKE CONCESSIONS, 


The Bill of Lading Troubles Likely to Be 
Adjusted Next Thursday. 

Besides the uniform bill of lading question 
the following subjects will be considered at 
the meeting of the joint committee of trunk 
lines and Central Traffic Association roads in 
this city next Thursday: Dressed beef rates 
and mileage on cars carrying dressed beef and 
provisions, rates on dressed hogs, provisions, 
etc., rates on grain and the products of grains, 
oil cake, wool, etc. 

The managers of the lake lines operating 
in connection with the trunk lines have been 
invited to attend this meeting. 

As stated in Sunday's Trisunz the princi- 
pal question to be considered is in regard to 
the new bill of lading. It is believed a more 
conciliatory spirit will be evinced by the rail- 
road managers, and that modifications will be 
made in the bill. The railroads seem to have 
become convinced that the shippers cannot be 
coerced into accepting the new bill and that 
the sooner the difficulty is adjusted the better 
for all concerned. 

An effort will be made to bring about a 
restoration of dressed-beef rates. The indica- 
tions are that a satisfactory adjustment of the 
existing difficulties will be effected. Dressed- 
beef rates have been reduced during the last 
few weeks from 48 cents per 100 pounds 
to 80 cents, Chicago to New York 
and Boston. The cause for the 
was the refusal of the Lake Shore to 
allow the Grand Trunk and the Canadian 
Pacific to make a differential rate of three 
cents per 100 pounds via Montreal to Boston. 
Under no consideration will the Grand Trunk 
relinquish its right to a differential rate by its 
Montreal route, and if the war is to be ended 
the Lake Shore will have to concede it that 
point. As the reduction has necessitated a 
corresponding cut in live-stock rates, serious- 
ly affecting the Lake Shore’s earnings, the 
latter road will probably submit to the de- 
mands of the Grand Trunk under protest. If 
this is done the dressed-beef rate from Chica- 
go to New York and Boston will be advanced 
to 48 cents and the Grand Trunk and Cana- 
dian Pacific will be allowed to make a 35-cent 
rate via Montreal. 


EAST-BOUND FREIGHT SHIPMENTS.

Business Not Affected by the Bill of Lading 
Troubles, 

The statement of east-bound freight ship- 
ments from Chicago over the various east- 
bound roads last week does not indicate that 
shippers have discriminated against the roads 
which have adopted the new bill of lading. 
The distribution of traffic differs little from 
other weeks. The Vanderbilt and Pennsyl- 
vania lines have secured the largest amount 
of business, while the tonnage of the 
Chicago and Grand Trunk and the Wabash 
the roads which refused to adopt the new bill 
of lading, is but little larger than for the 
week before. It is claimed, however, that the 
shippers did not commence to take retaliatory 
measures until theend of the week, therefore the 
results of their opposition to the bill will be 
more apparent when the next statement 
comes out.

According to my roading the New Testament 
Jesus Christ had several brothers and sisters. I 
am told, however, that the Roman Catholic 
Church denies this and says that he was the only 
son of Virgin Mary. thet correct, and if so by 
what reasoning is the claim supported? 

INQUIRER. 

[It is stated in the sixth chapter of St. Mark 
that Jesus, having come into his own country,“ 
went into the synagogue to.teach, and that those 
who heard him were astonished, saying, Is not 
this the carpenter, the spn of Mary, the brother 
of James and Joses and of Juda and of Simon, 
and ‘are not his sisters here with us?’ It was on 
this occasion that Jesus said that “a prophet is 
not without honor but in His own gountry and 
among his own kin.” On another occasion it is 
told how the multitade said to him, Thy mother 
and thy brethren without seek for thee.” St. 
James, the Bishop of Jerusalem, was not one of 
the apostles, and the high rank which he held in 
the primitive church appears to be due to the fact 


that. he was à brother Lord.“ The eir- 


cumstance that none of his brethren were among 
the apostles is taken as confirmatory of the state- 
ment of Jesus that his kin were slow in believing 
in him and that they did not put faith in his Mes- 
siahship till after the apostles had been selected. 
After the death of the Savior his brethren would 
be naturally the subjects-of profound respect. 

If the rules of interpretation applied to every 
other historical record were applied to the New 
Testament there would be a general agreement 
that Jesus Christ had brothers and that they were 
the children of Mary. But the development of 
the doctrine of the immaculate conception, which 
led as early as the middle of the fifth century to 
the declaration of the Council of Chalcedon that 
the Virgin Mary was perpetually a virgin, and 
never had any children after the fashion of this 
world, made it necessary to strain the meaning of 
plain language so as to find some other parentage 
for St. James and Jude. It has therefore been 
said that these brethren were the children of 
Joseph by a first wife and consequently were only 
half brothers and sisters of the Savior. There is 
no evidence, however, that Joseph was twice mar- 
ried. Still another claim is that they were the 
children of Mary, the wife of Cleophas, a half- 
sister of the Virgin, and that the children of the 
two families had been all reared in the one house. 
The evidence is so strongly against this theory 
that it has not a leg to stand on. It is true that 
St. John speaks of Mary, the wife of Cleophas, as 
the sister of the Virgin Mary, but there is nothing 
to show that the former was the mother of St. 
James. 

The only thing in the New Testament which 
might incline one to think that the “ brethren of 
the Lord were not sons of the Virgin Mary is 
that Jesus when on the cross saw his mother and 
the “beloved disciple’—St. John—and said: 
„Woman, behold thy son. Then saith he to the 
apostle, Behold thy mother. And from that hour 
that disciple took her unto his own home.” It is 
strange that she should not have gone with James 
or Jude if they were her children, for both of 
them were alive. But thig is not sufficient to 
overrule positive and inferential statements in the 
record which make St. James the brother of 
Jesus. Had it not been for the ascription of per- 
petual virginity to the mother of Jesus there 
would have been but little argument probably 
about the matter.]

The Law in the Case, 

Sec. 3 of the Civil Service law covers the 
process now in course of action, from its ini- 
tial step to the final disposition of a case. It 
provides that where there are persons to be ex- 
amined in any State or Territory,such examina- 
tions shall be held twice a year. In order to 
execute this provision and promote the conven- 
ience of the applicant the commission in 1887 
arranged and published aschedule of examina- 
tions to be held for departmental service 
during that year, a copy of which was mailed 
to all applicants on file, 136 examinations be- 
ing provided for. So entirely satisfactory was 
this method that it was adopted as general 
and in 1888 the examinations outside of Wash- 
ington aggregated 149. The applicant was 
permitted to select any date named on the 
schedule. To illustrate: In 188788 oxamina- 
tions were held in Illinois at Chicago m 
November, April, and June, at Springfield in 
September, at Cairo in March, aud at Bloom- 
ington in May, besides two special examina- 
tions for copyists and clerks. In the latter 
year the average was raised from 65 
to 70 and in this State 58 out of

75 males and 23 out of.31 females passed the 


The last examination for em- 
ployés in the Chicago Post-Office took place 
Feb. 6, 1890. There were 724 applicants pres- 
ent, who were examined at the rate of 85 per 
day, and 403 passed, as follows: Stampers ex- 
amined 230, passed 104; clerks examined 150, 
passed 105; pilers examined 30, 25;

" “Who May Demand Examination, 


Applicants for examination must be citizens 
of the United States, no discrimination being 
made on account of color or political or 
religious opinions. The process is simple. 
A blank requesting an application is filled out 
by the applicant, giving name, residence, and 
the position desired. This is filed at the 
office of the local board, and a blank applica- 
tion is forwarded. The applicant makes oath 
before a Notary Public—there is one at the 
office of the board—giving name, date of citi- 
zenship or naturalization, character of educa- 
tion, and the number of family members, if 
any, already in the classified service. He must 
state if he was ever indicted or convicted for

tion the applicant is notified as to the day and 
hour when he is to appear before the com- 
mission. A failure to attend, unless for sick- 
ness or other sufficient cause, debars the 
applicant from further examination under the 
existing application.

Restrictions Not Generally Known, 

There are some points about the require- 

ments made by the commission are not 
erally known. For instance, no person who 

is an applicant for examination, or who is an 
eligible in any other branch of the classified 
service, departmental customs, or railway 
mail, can at the same time be an applicant for 
examination in the postal service, nor can any 
person a the army or navy be exam- 
ined without the written consent of the head 
of the department under which he enlisted. 
Again, the commission may refuse to 
examine an applicant who would be physically 
unable te perform the duties of the service, 
or who habitually uses intox beverages 
to excess. Very few females are appoin 
and none as carriers. Recommendations o 
influential persons have absolutely no effect 
in hastening an appointment and false state- 
ments exclude an applicant from certification. 
Preference is 9 given to any soldier un- 
der examination. Provided has been in- 
jured in the war and was discharged for such 
injury on account of disability at the time of 
the injury, he is placed at the head of the list 
if his examination record averages 65 per 
cent.
